An investigation into the con- 
duct of Township Constable 
Robert "Windsor and the method 
of policing the township of Whit- 
church, which was ordered by 
the attorney- general under the 
authority of the Constable's Act, 
was carried out at Newmarket 
police station here on Tuesday. 
Commissioner W. H. Stringer 
presided and I#. R. MacTavish of 
the attorney-general's depart- 
ment questioned the various 
witnesses.

stand was Reeve George H. 
Leary, Gormley. who testified

Windsor had been employed as 
part-time police officer for the 
township for seven or eight 
years. Questioned by Mr. Mac- 
Tavish, he stated that the officer 
received remuneration at a rate 
of $5 a day, which amount cov- 
ered ihe use of the officer's car. 
He added that a second police 
officer, George H. Dewsbury, is 
now on active service and is 
stationed at Camp Borden. 

Questioned about the seizure 
of a number of slot-machines on 
the premises of Mr. Davies in the 
latter part of July, Mr. Leary 
stated that he was not aware 
of the fact until the case appear- 
ed in police court He said that 
after court the machines were 
taken to Constable Windsor's 
home, where they were placed 
under lock and key. The next 
he heard about the case was 
when Constable Windsor ap- 
peared before the council with a 
letter from Chief George Stuart 
of the York county police. 

"What is your opinion of Con- 
stable Windsor as a police of- 
ficer? " asked Mr. MacTavish. 

*T would say that he has acted 
very efficiently,** replied Mr. 
Leary. "In the duties that he 
has been called upon to perform, 
he has done them in a very good 
manner.** 

"What is your opinion of the 
policing of the township, is it 
adequate?" 

"As far as X know it is, there 
haven't been any complaints 
from the public that the town- 
ship has not been policed ade- 
quately." 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., Newmar- 
ket, assistant crown attorney, 
who has been conducting the 
criminal code prosecutions at 
the York County police court, 
testified that he had prosecuted 
in the case of Rex vs. Davies. 

"X didn't know about the case 
until it came up in police court," 
he stated. "I remember there 
was a conviction and I believe 
an order for the confiscation of 
the machines. It was understood 
that they were to be held until 
the time for the appeal had ex- 
pired. That was all I heard 
for some time. The next I heard 
about it was when Mr. McFad- 
den spoke of it last September. 
A deputation of the council of 
Whitchurch and Mr. Windsor re- 
quested that he go into the dis- 
posal of slot-machines. A letter 
was sent to Mr. Leary from Mr. 
McFadden." 

"What is the practice of the 
Newmarket court with regard 
to the machines?" asked Mr. 
MacTavish, ' 

"As to who carries out the 
order 1 am not in a place to 
say," stated the witness. "I 
understand that if the county 
police have made the seizure 
they take the machine to the 
Adelaide St. police station where, 
after the time of appeal has ex- 
pired, the machine is destroyed 
and the moneys turned over to 
the crown." 

Mr. Mathews went on to say 
that he had been consulted by 
both Mr. Windsor and Chief 
Stuart

^nced in court and therefore 
•-hould set in contact with the 
crown to discuss the case before- 
hard. 

'In most cases I have received 
?ood co-operation." the witness 
went on to say. M I think officers 
are willing to do this but where 
officers are paid only by the 
day or for part time, they don't 
feel like putting in for extra 
pay for time spent in prepara- 
tion.** 

A. ML Mills, clerk of York 
--ou^ty magistrate's court since 
1933, told the court of inquiry 
that - in the case of Rex vs. 
Davies. Constable Windsor had 
r ome to his office on July 7 and 
laid the information and was 
given a warrant to search the 
premises of George Davies, 
known as Davies' dance hall, at 
Musselman's Lake. The witness 
stated that on July 13 a charge 
of having a disorderly house was 
'aid against Mr. Davies and the 
case was before Magistrate Rob- 
inson on July 20. The accused 
oleaded guilty and was fined 
$100 and costs of $14.25 or three 
months and the three slot- 
machines were ordered confis- 
cated. 

"Did you ever intimate to 
Constable Windsor that he not 
lay any information in connec- 
tion with slot-machines?" asked 
Mr. MacTavish. "No," replied 
the witness. 

Questioned regarding the prac- 
tice of destroying the machines, 
Mr. Mills stated that the county 
oolice were accustomed to take 
the machines to headquarters at 
Adelaide St, where they were 
destroyed and a cheque in the 

amount of the moneys confis- 
cated sent to him. 

"What efforts did you make 
to recover the machines?" 

"I don't recall that I've ever 
made any effort. Machines 
should be brought in. It was 
made clear by the magistrate at 
the time that they be brought 



in" 

"Do you know Constable 

Windsor's grounds for refusing 
to turn them in?" 

"I believe that he didn't feel 
that he was subservient to the 
York county police and that 
•hey could not dictate to him. I 
-lon't know what he wanted to 
io with them. I can't see why 
*e wanted them about his house. 
They are a nuisance." 

The witness expressed the opin- 
ion that he believed that there 
should be some system whereby 
pome particular group be appointed 
to destroy the machines. He said 
that seizure of machines has not 
been extensive and that there has 
been an average of six cases in 
court a year. In some of these 
cases as many as ten

Keep Farms Rolling 

To Best Of Ability, 

Says Queen's Parker 



Although farmers haven't the 

incentive of high price, they do 

know what it is going to cost 

them to feed stock and what 

they will receive for it, A. H. 
Martin, assistant director of the 
agricultural representatives ser- 
vice, of the Ontario department 
of agriculture, told members of 
the Newmarket Lions club on 
Monday evening. 

Most of the members had in- 
vited farmer guests for the oc- 
casion, which was arranged by 
Agricultural Representative W. 
M. Cockburn and committee. 

Mr. Martin presented trophies 
to Perry Winch, Jr., Keswick, 
and Ewart Jennings, King town- 
ship, Ontario and dominion 
swine judging champions, and 
congratulated them and their 
coaches, James Moore and Mr. 
Cockburn. 

'Many farmers aren't satisfied 
with prices," said Mr. Martin. 

"We haven't the incentive of 
high price, but we have a fair 
idea of what we are % going to 
get for produce and stock when 
it is ready for the market We 
also know what it is going to 
cost to feed those animals. 

"Whether stock is going to be 
profitable or not depends on our 
ability to feed economically. We 
never before knew what we 
were going to get. We used to 
start with stock thinking that we 
were going to get nine cents on 
the hoof, and then we might get 
only six cents." 

Mr. Martin said that Ontario 
had paid $353,000 in feed grain 
subsidies so far this year. York 
county farmers have made 611 
applications and have received 
§12.862. 

"We have come to the point 
where it is no use putting on a 
strong campaign for any one 
product because it only means 
Roing out of another product 
My advice is that, so far as 
labor and equipment will allow, 
you keep your farms going at 
capacity." 



-We have all been talking, feeling 

that after the war we will have 

something better than before. I 

don't know Just how we can destroy 

billions of dollars In property and 

then have better conditions, shorter 
hours, etc. 

"Farmers think that they should 
never have low prices again. The 
question is just where are we going 
to put the fixed prices. At a point 
where everybody can make a living 
or so that the 75 percent most 
efficient can make a living and 
the other 25 percent would have to 
do something else? 

"And then we would have to con- 
tool production. It would take an 
army of officials, unless farm or- 
ganizations, which are becoming 
stronger, take over the control Job. 

"Another problem Is the price of 
machinery. Farms are becoming 
more and more mechanized. The 
question Is how we can maintain 
the present type of farm and pay 
for equipment Some say larger 
farms.* I think you will agree that 
the family-size farm that can 
utilize family labor has been a sav- 
ing factor in war time. If it Is a 
necessity In war time, is it not 
worth maintaining in peace time? 

"Is It possible that some of this 
expensive equipment could be op- 
erated by one man In the commun- 
ity, who Is mechanically Inclined, 
just as the threshing-machine Is 
operated? Or the machinery could 
be owned by a syndicate of farmers. 

"If that doesn't work out there 
Is the Idea of collective farming, 
for which I don't think many In this 
country are ready. 

"We have been prodigal with our 
soil. The top soil in many cases is 
gone. The land will he of no value 
again for 100 years. I am glad that 
your country Is doing something 

about reforestation. We may be 
doing contour farming, that looks 
like a jigsaw, such as is being done 
In the United States, a strip of 
plowed land, then a strip of crop 
or sod, at right angles to the slope, 
for conservation. 

"In unity there Is strength," said 
Mr. Martin In conclusion. "One 

consideration for the future Is 
further and sounder farm organisa- 
tion. It Is going to take some grit 
to operate a farm, to organize and 
go forward." 

Warden J. S. Osborne, Sharon, 
thanked the Lions club for Its 
hospitality.

The subject un* 
der discussion was "A National 
Health Insurance Plan." Two 
groups were formed and conclu- 
sions reached were: 

"Everyone In Canada should be 
covered by a national health in- 
surance plan regardless of ability 
to pay. It should Include every- 
one. Disease would be spread 
more readily by those not included 
and everyone would get same 
privileges. It Is Impracticable to 
Insist on examinations, health 
education and physical fitness ct 
aomo and not others. 

"We favor payment by state 
salary. Wo have the fee system 
now and some think It Is 'terrific' 
Many M.D.'s a few years ago were 
on relief, a condition that should 
ncvor exist, while whole districts 
are without medical nld. Our own 
township, with a population of 
3,200, has one resident doctor and 
none in the township to the north, 

"Wo think the money should be 
raised by general taxation and 
handled by the state. People 
must bo willing to glvo servico for 
tho cause before It can be a 
success. More forums should be 
formed to discuss such questions," 

Assistance would bo given from 
our forum to any community or 
group wishing to organise a dls- 
cusslin clrclo. Mombera wero 
urged to attend the annual school 
meetings on Dec. 2D, 10 a.m., at 
the schoolhoiises.

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INCREASED HEALTH SERVICES 
IN 1944 

Newmarket people should be able to look for 
some progressive leadership from the 1944 town 
council. Mayor Dales always has ideas. Reeve 
Lundy at the nomination meeting made a pro- 
posal, for the health welfare of the people of 
the town, which, while it may prove impossible, 
"shows that he sees needs which exist and that his 
heart is in the right place. 

Mr. Lundy said: "I'd like to set n-, hospital 
board include space there (the new hospital 
wing) that will make possible a clinic, so that 
the working man could pay according to his 
ability and when emergency arises he will feel 
free to take advantage of it." Mr. Lundy, we 
believe, was advocating an insurance scheme 
whereby all citizens would pay premiums or be 
taxed, whether they wore well or ill, and then 
be entitled to free medical advice and treatment 
at a hospital clinic. 

It is our understanding that the architect's 
plans for the new Margaret Davis memorial 
wing are made, but, aside from that, it is our 



guess that space suitable for a hospital clinic 
giving the services Mr. Lundy proposes, and 
equipment, would cost $10,000 or $15,000. Then 
there is also the problem of selling the plan to 
our citizens. As Mr. Lundy knows, insurance is 
not easy to sell, and councillors who hesitated to 
spend half a mill toward a V.O.N, nurse might 
not be prepared to spend three or four or five or 
more mills to pay a doctor or doctors, and 
nurses, for their services at a permanent public 
health clinic. 

Then there would be some additional contribu- 
tion to be made toward the cost of maintaining 
York County hospital. Mr. Lundy himself, as 
chairman of the town council's finance commit- 
tee, cut down the hospital's request for $1,400 
last year to $1,000 (compared with $600 in the 
past). 

Mr. Spillctte, Mr. Vale and Mr. Dixon ex- 
pressed support at the nomination meeting for 

Mr. Lundy's clinic proposal "along the lines of 
socialized medicine," and so he can count on 
support for any practical proposal he may bring 
before the council. The mayor and other mem- 
bers of the council would no doubt give support, 
too, to any plan that would provide the people 
of the town with improved health services at 
reasonable cost. <. 

The public will expect, we think, some pro- 
posal from Mr. Lundy early in the new council 
year. It is possible that the hospital board 
could add rooms for a clinic to its new blueprints 
provided that the town would pay the cost by 
way of debenture, and increase its annual grant 
substantially to take care of upkeep and opera- 
tion of the clinic. In any event, an increase in 
the town's grant to the hospital is in order again 
this year. In view of the increased service 
which the hospital is going to give the town, and 
the hospital's impending increased operating 
costs, the grant in 1044, without any clinic, 
should be at least $2,000. York County hospital, 
with its Margaret Davis memorial wing, is going 
to be a wonderful asset to Newmarket and dis- 
trict.

Editor. The Era and Expiess: I 
read the letter to the editor written 
by Geo. Mitchell. C.C.F. M.P.P. for 
North York, which appeared in last 
week's Era and Express. lie U a 
smooth gentleman. Not nearly so 

rabid in his statements as some of 
the leaders of the C.C.F. party.

"It Is time we had a 
revolution." He threatened also 
that when the C.C.F. party nssumed 
power it would Institute socialism 
immediately and would use police 
and the military forces to coerce 
those opposed If necessary. 

Instituting socinlism means the 
government taking over farms, 
business companies, etc 

The C.C.F. have already threaten- 
ct\ taking over meat packing com- 
panies, dairies, banks, steamship 
and transportation lines, all forms 
of big business. They say they In- 
tend to follow the plans for soclsl 
security as Is in Russian 

In Russia the Soviet government 
took over the land first. The 
I original owner? of farms were re- 
Iduced to the Condition of hired help 
or slaves oiMj.loyed nnJ paid by tho 
.Soviet government to work the 
large collective farttii. 

Senator Wlshart Robinson, new 
party organizer for the Liberal 
government, speaking at Ottawa 
the other day, showed that the 
C.C.F.'s plan of nationalizing every- 
thing la no good. Indeed, he said 
It would dislocate Canadian econ- 
omy and would lead to confusion 
and unemployment. 

Third. Mr. R B. Jolliffe spoke at 
Barrie Oct. 27. KM3. I was pres- 
ent and heard what he said. Ho 
painted tho most wonderful word 
picture of free hospitalization and 
socialized, medicine as it will ho 
managed If and when the C.C.F. 
party gets Into power. 

Hta Imagination carried him to 
heights of ctonrenco as he described 
a complete medical social service 
Available to all. The doctors would 
be on salary. They would have reg : - 
ular hours of work. They would 
get one month's holidays annually 
with pay. They would have another 
month for post-graduate work, etc., 
etc.. all this at the expense of the 
slate. 

As Ik iisiiaI with C.C.F. speakers. 
he never fold tis what It would 
cost. Personally I estimated tho 
cost at about 200 millions annually. 
The whole schemo to my mind 
would bo a great source of politi- 
cal Jobs for party heelers.

Nevertheless, hla 
own fortune was found after his 
death tucked away safely in the 
government banks. 

Aberhart grew fat and wealthy 
while head of the government In 
Alberta. Let us contrast him with 
some of the outstanding leaders of 
tho old parties In Canada. 

Sir John A. McDonald and Sir 
Wilfred Laurter, premiers of Can- 
ada. Hon. Geo. Ross and Hon. J. P. 
Whitney, premiers of Ontario, spent

accumulated riches for themselves. 

The present leaders of the C.C.F. 
party have the nerve and the 
effrontery to berate and malign 
political leaders of the old parties.

Leavens in Orlllia and received 
from Mr. Mitchell the following 
extract from a letter sent to the 
editor of 'The East Ender" by 
Hert Leavens, Nov. 20, 1913. 

"In answer to the question, IVhat 
does the C.C.F. mean by security of 
tenure for the farmer?* my answer 
was that the term was self-explana- 
tory. It simply meant guaranteed 
occupation of the house or land 
during the life-time of the occupant. 
That is to say, no person or persons 
could by mortgage foreclosure or 
any other method remove the occu- 
pant during his, her or their llfc- 
timo from their land. 

"I was next asked 'Would the 
farmer be able to will his property 
to his children?" My answer was 
that in the working-out of the 

C.C.F. policy and platform, that 
eventuality would be so far In tho 
future that we did not need to con- 
sider It for a long time to come. In 
the C.C.F. program every person 
desiring land would bo able to 
secure it, and would themselves be 
given security of tenuro on Iholr 
own farm. Of course, this refers 
only to tho family farm, not to 
those who hold large tracts of 
land."

Recalled to the, stand, Mr.

Called in reply to statements 
made by Constable Windsor, 
County Constable Ronald Watt 
testified that he had been a 
police officer for nine years and 
that his territory included part 
of King, part of Whitchurch and 
part of East Gv/illimbury town- 
ships. He admitted being pres- 
ent at the meeting at Mussel- 
man's Lake with Constable 
Windsor, Mr. Hamilton, Mr. 
Minz and Mr. Hoskins, hut 
denied hearing anv attempt to 

bribe Constable Windsor. He 
stated that on July II, when he 
had met Constable Windsor at 
Davies* dance hall, the latter 
told him that he had made the 
seizure and that he had been 
approached by a man named Mr. 
Minz, who offered him $50. 

"He said that he didn't know 
v/hat to do," stated Constable 
Watt. "He said that there was 
going to be a party and he 
wanted me to come." 

Constable V/att emphatically 
denied telling Constable Wind- 
sor not to lay the charge or ad- 
vising him along that line. He 
said that when he came into the 
meeting at Mr. Hoskin's there 
was a discussion between Cons- 
table Windsor and Mr. Minz but 
that the conversation changed 
with his arrival.

This year I have gathered a 
few highlights from other 
sources, and here they are. 
Mrs. Fred VanNostrund tells of 
the officers' rally, led by Mrs. 
Hayes. 

Mrs. Hayes, among other 
things, stressed the desirability 
of getting mothers of small chii- 
j dren to attend meetings. 

On« Institute reported 17 
members, 22 children! And the 

president was unable to cope 
with the situation. She was 
answered by another Institute, 
where all the children were 
taken into a separate room and 
entertained by one member — 
members taking turns, thus the 
members AND children looked 
forward to Institute day. 

We are urged to stress the 
educational side of our programs 
— parent education. 

We are a part of the post-war 
world, and unless we carry out 
the educational end of it, we are 
falling down in the purpose of 
the Institute, which represents 
the three sides of a triangle — 
practical and recreational rest- 
ing on the educational base. 

Some Institutes are neglecting 
Institute work for war work — 
this is not right. Give the 
Institute publicity, both by 
advertising ourselves and also in 
the local papers. 

Minutes should be minutely 
detailed and have papers, inter- 
esting papers, but not too many. 
and have them discussed. It's 
the member's duty to ha%'e the 
courage of her convictions and 
get up and SAY what she 
thinks. 

Co-operate with our teach- 
ers: perhaps the teacher would 
have an open day. We should 
e;ive more thought to voting 
and also to a deeper spiritual 
life. 

There should be some propor- 
tion between the thought we 
give the spiritual and the physic- 
al sides of our life. Aim to 
cTeate a better public opinion. 
Gain a little knowledge every 
day and KNOW whereof you 
speak WHEN you speak. Our 
indifference has made us partly 
responsible for war. We must 
shed that and have a sympathet- 
ic and understanding attitude to- 
wards our returning soldiers. 

War brides were spoken of. 
One of the last war's brides got 
up and said she had been lone- 
some for 30 years. We must, as 
an Institute, adopt the war 
brides, make them welcome to 
our country and our homes. \V T e 
should supply educational and 
cultural facilities for different 
ages; and the Institutes of Can- 
ada must be prepared to lend a 
helping hand to those branches 
across the seas which the 
exigencies of war have broken 
up. 

This ended the officers' con- 
ference. Mrs. VnnNostrand and 
Mrs. Ralph Willis collaborated 
on what follows, and as I said I 
could not repeat their account 
verbatim, 

Ntrs. Houck, who acted as 
chairman, was an inspiring per- 
sonality. Voice, manner. and the 
hobit of knowing exactly what 
to say, made her an ideal selec- 
tion for her post. 

She tirges us to study the 
Soviet system of agriculture, 
pointing out there was a meeting 
in the Royal York hotel we 
could attend. 

Mrs. Burns, convenor of agri- 
culture and Canadian industries, 
said all district reports wen* 
exceedingly fine. Hie main 
issues seemed to he how to 
destroy weeds and the sugar 
misery. 

There were no complaints 
about rationing except on how 
to feed gangs of extra men with- 
out some adjusting of rationing. 

Credit should be given to 
school girls and boys on the 
farm and to women wbo are 
keeping up production with so 

little help. 

A farmer needs a hundred 
skills to be a farmer — has to feed 
rows, milk tlicm, and net as 
midwife to them, has to be on 
expert climber — i}p to the wind- 
mill, down the well. 

We must be alert as to safety 

on the farm. So many accidents 
can happen with tools and 
animals, 

Here are some suggestions for 
roll-calls: How much of farm in- 
come is a wife entitled to? A 
new war-time economy I have 
practised. 

Alex. McKinnon brought 
greetings from the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Agriculture, slating 
that, with one-third less man- 
power than in pre-war years, 
Canada has been able to step up 
production to cope with war de- 
mands and this Is in large men* 
sure dtie to the rural women. 

One of the many things which 
agriculture will have to do 
as soon ns the war emergency is 
over is to see that prices are 
stabilized, so that farm products 
may not revert to the ruinous 
price levels of the past. 

Miss Mary A. Clarke spoke 
very ably on citizenship now 
and in the past-war world— five 
phases of our national life: 
(1) Physical* well-being; (2) cul- 
tural and physical responsibility 
(3) social well-being; (4) econ 



omic well-being; (5) political 
well- being. # 

Mrs. George Miller gave a re- 
port u f war activities' (I shall 
give this at a future time).
